As most of the world to-day 
regards itself as standing on the 
threshold of a New Year, its re 
trospections, its regrets and its

presence there are many sage ap- 
preciations of the difficulty of 
the times lying ahead, Even the 
natural delight at the passing of 
1931—a yeac of disappointment, 
tragedy and pathos—is tempered 
by the thought that heavier may 

be the burden of its suecesso: 
Of 1981 the best that can be said 
is that it helped greatly to re- 
move the scales from the eyes 
of a too complaisant world. 
Eager belief in the speedy return 
to normality received a severe 
and salutary shock, Whether 
the shock was sufficient depends| 
‘on the depth of the determina- 
tion to face the realities of the 
immediate future on the basis of 
reality and nothing else. Yet: 
there can be no sort of justifica- 
Hon for the placid resignation of 
ie jeremiahs who in. the 
world around them nothing but 
the wreck of civilisation, the 
decay’ of nations and the failure 
of democracy—a term, incident- 
ally applied to shift the blame on 
to the shoulders of an entirely 
imaginary robot. It would be 
foolish to deny the plain fact 
that most serious crises require 
the’attention of statesmen in the 
course of the next few months, 
It would be more foolish still to 
fail to recognise the equally, 
iain fact that such a condition 
of things existed after the great| 
world-wars of the past.

Thinking 
they were offclals of some sort, the 
Bishop allowed the bandits to board 
the vessel ‘without hindrance, “but 
the grim nature of theie errand was, 
soon made manifest when the leader 
Jot the band pulled out a revalver 
land sternly demanded all the mony 
in'the possession of the travellers. 

To show that nothing else would 
satisfy them, other members of the 
lgang drew their revolvers and fired 
fifem into the air to frighten their 
intended "viet 














rruck on the head with the 
Sutts of revolvers, receiving, scalp 
wounds. Not content with this, one 
lof the ‘bandits stabbed the Bishop 
the back with a sharp instrument 
ising wounds which, fortunately, 
‘not prove very serious. 
Realising that resistance would 
probably have far more serious re- 
‘sults, the Bishop and his party al- 
lowed the bandits to ransack’ the 
boat. The desperadoes despoiled 
them of their money, watches, rings 
Jand other valuables and then d 
parted, also taking with them a 
typewriter and some clothing. 
Bishop Mowll and his wife, on re- 
turning to Shanghai from their 
holiday abroad, proceeded to Hai- 
phong. From there they travell 
yy train to Yunnanfu, when they 
journeyed by chair to Suifu, on the 
Upper Yangtze. From Suifu. they 
travelled in a native boat to Chung- 
king, where arrangements had been 
made for a motor-car to convey 
them to Chengtu. Finding that the

FIRE BRIGADE REPORT 
FOR NOVEMBER 


‘The following fires are more 
particularly worthy of note 

‘November 14, X886 North Shrnse 
Road—When ‘Hongkew Dis 
arrived the fire had 
strong hold on a block of five 
dwellings, the ground floors of which 
had been converted into livery, 
stables, three staircases from the 
‘upper floors having been removed, 
apparently ‘without authorication, 
Originating in the rear of the, 
ground floor of No. X886, the flames 
spread quickly to quantities of straw | 
stacked on euspended lofts, and in a 
short time the entire length of the

upper floors’ was alight, The Di-’ 
wlslon experienced no. diMieuty in 
gaining control of the outbyeak; and 
they had been at work for some time 
When it was reported that a num- 
ber of the eccupants of the premises 
hhad been trapped in the blaze, Four 
women and a female child, severely 
burned and unconscious, were found 
in the rear of the frst floor of house 
No. X883._ They were removed in a 
Brigade Ambivlance and on arrival 
‘at the hospital three of the wo 
were certified as dead; the other 
woman and the child succumbed to 
their injuries later. 

November 15, 8, “Silver Wale 
nut” (6,170 ‘tons).

About three hours? strenuous work 
In the early stages of the fire a 
portion of the upper deck became rede 
hhot, with the result that it was ne- 
cestary to utilise the oxy-acetylene 
eutting set to cut a holo of about 
3 inches diameter, through which 
fa epray sozzle was lowered on the 
fire below. 

The difficulties experienced in 
finally extinguishing the outbrenk 
were enhanced by’the fact that the 
fire spread to cork insulation with 
which the interior metal-work of the 
hold had been completely covered 
to a depth of about 12 inches in 
fitting the ship for refrigeratio 
purposes. 

‘Two officers and one fireman sus- 
tained slight injuries and a number 
of others had to be treated for tho 
{effects of smoke and fumes.
